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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
1. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

Claim 1 is limited to a method of determining a codec mode for encoding a frame 

in a communications system, Wang discloses a rate control strategy for speech and 
music coding. See Abstract. In particular, figure 2 depicts receiving an audio signal in 
look-ahead buffer (210), which stores a plurality of audio frames. As seen generally 
from figure 3, each frame in the look-ahead is analyzed to determine predicted 
characteristics (320) while the current frame is analyzed to determine its best-suited 
coding rate (340). However, the method simply does not determine a codec mode for 
the current frame and the subsequent frame based on the predicted characteristics. At 
most, the invention of Wang determines a codec mode for the current frame based on 
predicted characteristics and then determines the codec mode for the subsequent frame 
based on a further set of predicted characteristics not including those pertaining to the 
subsequent frame. 

Claims 10-12, 14-17, and 19 all are limited to essentially the same limitations as 
claim 1 , and are allowable over Wang for at least the same reasons. 

Claims 2-9, 13, and 18 depend from claims 1,11, and 17, variously, and are 
allowable over Wang for at least the same reasons. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
